A few re¬ 
port favorably with refeience to all 
I growing crops. Fruit, it seems, is moie 
I abundant than anyone had reason to I 
I expect after the storms and severe 
; weather that prevailed last spring. The 
i county reports vary greatly and the es- 
I timatea range anywhere from 25 per 
cent, to 96 per cent, of the normal pro 
i duction. Most of them, however, are 
nearer 26 per cent, than 95. 

I Taken as a whole, the reports as to 
I corn and wheat are favorable. Heavy 
rains, in some places amounting to cloud 
I bursts, have caused much damage to all I 
I crops, but wheat is tpniing out better I 
than was anticipated gt the b^inning ( 
, of the harvest and the^Mndition of com i 
in most of the counties ntreported good. |

Frankfort.—The board of agricul¬ 
ture, forestry and immigration will 
meet in Louisville to consider matp 
ters connected with the state fair. 
Only routine work will be considered. 

Frankfort.—Four prisoners, William 
Turpin. Ben Carey, Jake Breel and 
Taddy Sheets tried to escape from 
jail. Jailer Lucas found they had 
nearly sawed their way out of the steel 
cage. 

Frankfort.—Frankfort Is threatened 
with an epidemic of typhoid fever. 
Thirty-four patients are down with 
the disease. The physicians are hunt¬ 
ing the source, and think It comes 
from the milk. 

Frankfort.—Senator Conn Linn, of 
Murray, resigned as a member of the 
board of regents of the Western Ken¬ 
tucky normal school. The resignation 
is effective September 1. No succes¬ 
sor has been appointed. 

Whitesburg.—Mrs. Edward Seals, 
48, formerly of this (Letcher) county, 
'a member of the Cook family of Rock- 
house, died at Norton, Va, east of 
here, after a brief Illness of scarlet 
fever. She leaves a husband and sev¬ 
eral children. 

Sbepherdsville.—In two weeks the 
Bullitt county fair begins, and the 
greatest exhibition of stock and farm 
products of the fair's history is looked 
for. A day has been set aside for 
Louisville, when a record-breaking 
crowd is looked for. 

liCbanon.—Uriah Myers, a wealthy 
business man of this section, died at 
Elizabeth hospital here. Ten days 
ago he underwent an operation, his 
left leg being amputated at the hip, 
caused by cancer of the bone. For 
some time he had been a merchant at 
Mitchellsburg. 

Mt. Sterling.—Thomas Fox, 27, son 
of G. T. Fox, fell Into the water at tho 
Gatewood pond while watching boys 
seine and expired. It is believed he 
was atucked with heart trouble, as he 
stepped into the cold water. He was 
quickly taken out, but nothing could 
be done for him. 

Richmond.—When a section of seats 
collapsed during a performance of 
John Robinson's circus here, five per¬ 
sons were seriously hurt and scores 
of others scratched and bruised. The 
fallen section contained more than 200 
l>eople aqf] it la nothing short of mirac¬ 
ulous that some were not killed. 

Owensboro.—Eugene E. Poole, a 
young man serving a nine-months' sen 
fence in the county jail on the charge 
of having robbed the maOs, while a 
mall clerk on the train between Hop¬ 
kinsville and Nashville, made an ef¬ 
fort to end bis life in his cell by tak¬ 
ing six powerful headache tablets. 

Slaysvllle.—Lieut. Gov. WllUam H. 
Cox, who has been confined to his 
home and bed here for the past three 
weeks. Is much improved and hopes 
to be able to attend to his business 
interests. Gov. Cox Is, however, very 
weak and it will be some time before 
he has regained his vigorous health. 

Frankfort.—Arthur Hopkins, of 
I.puisville, st.ate revenue agent, filed 
suit in the Franklin court to collect 
the corporation license tax from tho 
Standard Sanitary Co., capitalised at i 
17,500,000; the Baptist Book Concern, 
capitalized at 260,000, and the National 
Ice Cream Co., capitalized at 2100,000. 
The alleged amount of taxes due Is 
fixed at about 23.000. 

Nlchqlasville.—Mr. and Mrs. Chaa 
Biirein received a telegram stating 
that their oldest son, Milton Elliot 
Biirgin, of Company M, Thirteenth 
United States infantry, was killed in 
a wreck at Tuscoe, Mont. He was 
about 23 years old, and enlisted nearly 
four years ago. His parents were Joy¬ 
fully looking forward to his homecom¬ 
ing In the near future. 

I.ondon.—Clarence J. Sipple, who 
has been doing a wholesale and retail 
business in grain, feed, groceries, lum¬ 
ber. buggies, wagons, etc., under the. 
name of the Laurel Feed Co., and also 
running an Ice cream factory, livery 
and training stable, has been adjudged 
a bankrupt, orders to that effect hav¬ 
ing been entered In the office of the 
clerk of the United States district 
court here. 

Frankfort.—Pursuant to the call of 
Commissioner of Agriculture Rankin 
the live stock sanitary board met here 
and decided to Institute a school for 
the county live stock inspectors at thi 
state fair in Louisville this year. The 
insiiectors will be lectured by expert' 
from the national government and tht 
state university. Another letter was 
sent to the county judges urging them

These lands will produce the trees. If food 
to support them Is supplied In the shape of fer- 
llllzer, and the trees will bear cltnu fruit of the 
:verj_be8t quality—bright colored, weighty, full 
of Juice, inclosed tn smooth, thin iVbd. No fair- 
minded person can longer doubt that they will 
do so after seeing fruit of the quality which 
growers located at Taco Taco exhibited at the 
latest horticultural show In Havana. These gen¬ 
tlemen had, however, the money to keep fhelr 
trees properly nourished. Mehy others who have 
failed to succeed as they are suceeding owe that 
Taiture to the fact that they did not have the 
money to do as much for their groves. 

Some land companies doing business In' west¬ 
ern Cuba deny overtly or by Implication thkt fer¬ 
tilization is necessary, but no prospective Jswner 
of a citrus-fruit grove in western Cuba can lafford 
not to Include in his estlmata of expensee the 
cost of fertilizing early and often In amounts 
properly augmented as years pass. Fertilizers in 
general use in the groves of the region mentioned 
cost, on a fair average, about |4S a ton. 

1 This is the situation In the Isle of Pines, as 
.well as In the western and central mainland of 
Cuba. "The soils are all poor In plant food com¬ 
pared with the average soils In the llnlCed States, 
and the gravel ridges are especially so," states 
Mr. H. C. Henricksen. secretary of the Cuban 
National Horticultural society, referring particu¬ 
larly to Rio Isle of Pines, "but I have never seen 
the effect of good fertilizers so sharply outlined 
as la these very soils, and from experience in 
Florida and Porto Rico I would predict an abun¬ 
dant crop of fruit of* superior quality wherever 
the groves are properly treated." 

The vitul question In these regions Is, then, 
whether the owner Is able to afford proper treat¬ 
ment. He will, have in exceptional cases, where 
the soil is too "American" for any use whatso- 
orer, get his crop provided ho has the money to 
supply enough fertilizer. 

For there are richer lands In Cuba than those 
on which Americans and Canadians are levclop- 
ing their groves in western Cuba and the Isle of 
Pines. 

Along the Cauto river, to mention but one 
locality, there ere exceedingly deep, fertile, vir¬ 
gin Bolls which need no fertilizer to pr.vduce cit¬ 
rus fruit groves. Such lands must, at the very 
commencetnent. be Cleared, at some expense, of 
the thick woods that cover them, and groves, 
once planted, must at all costs be kept fairly free 
of weeds. Secondary crops—corn, for Instance— 
may be grown between rows without detriment 
to the trees; In taet, U would seem wiser to do

Lexington, Ky.—As the result of a 
quarrel over the condition of a small 
crop of tobacco, Roger Hanson Pryor, 
aged 47, game chicken fancier, la dead 
and Jason W. Bentley, aged 66, farm¬ 
er and milter, la probably fatally 
wounded.

While no complete statistics are available. It 
is the writer's Impression that In western Cuba, 
Including the Isle of Pines, the acreage of or¬ 
anges is more than that of grape fruit, while tn 
the east it would aeem that the grapofrult acre- 
ngo \* the larger. The older groves seem, nsu- 
ally. to be orange groves; the younger the grove 
the larxnr the proportion of grape fruit In IL 

Problems of transportation to market demand 
careful study from all growers, prospective or 
established. Groves situated at a distance from 
railway lines are handicapped at the start, for. 
although there are many good roads In PInar del 
Rio province, and all over fhe Isle of Pines, every 
foot of haul counts, and where the roads are not 
excellent. It counts heavily, most esi>ecially In 
wet weather. 

Americans and Canadians have plunged head¬ 
foremost In to. citrus-fruit culture In Cuba. They 
are building up against odds, by their Indomitable 
courage and optimism, an industry Into which 
preceding owners of the lands they hold did not 
venture. The Spaniards and Cubans did not so 
venture may have been because they were blind 
to the possibilities. lacked siwt^c knowledge, 
or the energy required; or poshly they were 
outmatched by adverse conditlous In past dec¬ 
ades. Then again. It may be they were deterred 
not by these things at all. but by a true under¬ 
standing of basic conditions here; by a realiza¬ 
tion of diffleulties in the way of competing, not to 
say controlling, in the markets where the citrus 
fruit of Cuba must be sold; and. especially, by a 
keen appreciation of more profit to be made more 
quickly a:ij inexpensively elsewhere. In fine, 
they may have been governed by caution, which 
does not notably distinguish the Anglo-Saxon 
when engaged in opening up flolds to biro new. 

New to him, bo it noted, but in Cuba's case 
not in themselves either new or untried. This 
island is not a virgin wtidernesa in toto. It has 
been under the domination of white men for 40<l 
years. Not ail these white men were Idle and 
incompetent. They appreciated the country and 
In developing its resources—not to the fullest ex¬ 
tent possible nowa<la«8. to bo sure, but as far 
OS was possible to them in their times—they 
made fortunos. 

The Spaniards devoted all the energtee they 
had for agriculture th Cuba to sugar cane and to¬ 
bacco In the eastern and central provinces, and 
espi^cially to tobacco In the west. For tour cen- 
tiTrles they held fast to-these two products, thus 
demonstrating that they were possessed of no 
more versatility than the American and the Ca¬ 
nadian who, in Cuba, insist upon discovering no 
future save in citrus fruit 

From tobacco and from cane the Spaniard, and 
the Cuban with him, has wrested the "wealth of 
the Indies." "Rich as a Cuban planter"—planter 
of cane and tobacco, not of oraflges and grape 
fruit—Is a significant English phrase. To attain 
to the wealth nn.i the case it implies has bees 
(he ambition of tbe adventurous and the evert 
clous from 1492 to tne nrsaent time

<Mu»n fields have found this crop profitable. 
There aro "tricks In the trade” of which Cubans 
are masters, especially those persons whose fam¬ 
ilies have for generations out of mind engaged In 
tobacco culture entirely. They seem to be pos- 
tessed of an intuition which enables them to 
handle tbe seedling, the plant and tbe leaf, when 
germinating, when maturing, and especially when 
curing, in a manner to insure a better outcome 
than any foreigner is likely to compass. To grow 
tbs very best tobacco requires capital. The ven¬ 
ture U a gamble, the result of which, however. 
Is known In a single season. If tbe planter wins, 
be probably rakes in "big money." If he loses, 
*t least It takes him only months, not years, to 
find it out 

In the Isle of Pines, which was formerly a 
cattle and hog country,, producing especially val¬ 
uable draft oxen for sale In Cuba proper, Ameri¬ 
can eltrus-fruit growers consume large quantities 
of imnnef. condensed milk, at high prices, as well 
as large amounts of canned meats and vegetables, 
despite the fact that some good pasturage exists, 
while still more could doubtless be planted, and 
the further fact that fine vegetables In remark¬ 
ably large variety can be grown along the river 
banks, or, really, almost anywhere else where 
Irrigation Is possible. They also Import hay and 
feed at ridiculous cost AH this into a region 
where corn at least can be grown and large herds 
used to ’*find“ themselves. 

In central, but most particularly In eastern 
i'uba, Americans and Canadians are developing 
4 px>vea in lands adnilrably adapted to supr cane, 
which is a quick, certain and profitable crop, sold 
either in the field, or cut and delivered wherever 
there la a milt near enough to buy up the cane. 
They are growing their trees on sites natives 
would assuredly prefer for coffee add cacao, or, 
more wisely, for the numerous indigenous crops 
tnames, boniatos, etc.) for which there Is con- 
•tant and remunerative demand. 

American and Canadian settlers in Cuba, In¬ 
cluding tbe Isle of Pinos, are citrus-fruit mad. In 
PInar del Rio, In the Isle of Pines and In central 
and eastern Cuba there le, nevertheless. In their 
madness so much method, plus grit and utter in¬ 
ability to realize tho-odds they are "up against," 
that It seems to be very probable they will suc- 
teed regardless. Money, lime and hardship are 
ti- them no object at ail. 

PInar del Rio Is a province possessed of most 
fertile lands in certain dUtricta. There are 
among the foothills and In The “OrBancs" them¬
